No one speaks more eloquently on 
the development of Kentucky's pro- 
ducts and resources than does Mr. A. 
Y. Ford, the President of the Ken- 
tucky Exhibit Association. Since his 
election to the place at the head of 
the organization which was formed to 
raise a fund for Kentucky's represen- 
tation at tike World's Fair te 8t Lrools 
nert y e a r purely « labor el ton with 
hiai. for It maat be remwhan^ than 
an no salarM eoeuninlonem— Mr. 
VIbrd has made many speeches along 
this line. The latest of these was de- 
livered at the State Commercial Con- 
vention recently held in Louisville. It 
is our pleasure today to present the 
greater part of it to bur readers, as 
follows: 

The movement for a creditable represen- 
tation of Kentucky at the great World'H 
Fair, which la to mark the Centenary of 
the Purchase of the Louisiana Territory, 
appeals both tu business Interest and to 
patriotic sentiment. 

It appeals to business interests, l)ecnuse 
no community more tliun Kiiitiicky needs 
to have Itself jiroperly adverllsed to the 
world, not only for the correcilou of that 
false repute Into whUb It has been brought 
by persistent and long-eoutlnued misrep- 
reseutalluu. but birause, at this partieulur 
Juncture In the material dcvclnpinent of 
the country. It tlnds an unusual op|>urtunlty 
and a pressint; necessity to demonstrate to 
the world of capital and of bi>mese«-kerg 
the superior advantages nliieli It offers as 
an undeveloped State, in vvbieh all the es- 
sentials of profitable development are to 
be found. 

It appeals to sentiment, because the Ken- 
tu<-klan'8 characteristic pride In the 
acliievementa of the founders of the Com- 
monwealth can And In all the long. Illus- 
trious story nothing mere fit to Inspire It 
than the part which the men of this State 
have played In that marvelous national

drama of expansion, of which the Louia- 
lana I'urehase was a part. 

How ctmid Kentucky forego her claim to 
a share in the glories of a rejilon at whose 
birth Into the I'nion she slo<Hi sponsor, 
vr«>uted a part of this household of lib- 
erty through her liwlrumeutulUy, peopled 
largely by her sous, bound to her by the 
teuderest ties of blood and Interest— all In 
all one of the very richest of the Jewels 
In her crown of Statehood. 

But perhaps It is more In keeping with 
the spirit of an occasion like this to put 
sentiment to the rear and business con- 
siderations to the fore. We hold that Ken- 
tucky should be at the Louisiana Purchase 
Kxpodiilou: 

Because It has saffered inestimable in- 
Jury from malicious mlaceprMentation; 

Because It needs to be advertised to tha 
world by something elaa hsslilea Its moon. 
lala fcoda aad iu hUtcr yaUtta: 

B scaass it has haaa carieatand too loag 
la tha gaMtal Maal t o fH tt aad At- 
■orves to ho takea surtowslr. Wo Nfet a 
Joko all right, hat wo doa't waat It wihhil 
la too hard; 

Because It la aa aadrveioved atato, assd 
Ing the good-will of tavcstors aad hoaso- 
seekers and having that to offer them that 
will endure aud repay Investigation; 

Because now is the time of times for 
putting ourselves right and keeping our- 
selves right before the business world, 
while this tremendous tide of mateiial de- 
velopment is at Its flood and men are 
seeking on every band for proOtable flelds 
of activity; 

Because, through Ignorance of onr own 
resources or Indifference to them, through 
lack of enterprise In presenting Informa- 
tion about them to those who seek It, we 
have suffered oonelves to ha ontatrfpped 
as an industital mmmmmaUj by atataa that 
could not L iw i a M wlta M la aatatal ad- 
vantages. 

I know of BO State that stands more In 
need of a protest in the name of truth than 
Kentucky. I know of no State that has 
been more persistently and unjustly ma- 
ligned than Kentucky. I know of no State 
that has more supinely endured such mis- 
representation, recklessly giving fresh oc- 
casion for it and careless of Its opportaal- 
tiea for dispUyIng Its hatter sMc. 

I aa* Bot aa apologlat for that which Is 
w wg with as, aad thct* Is Mwh la pro* 
seat eoaaittsM t&t «Mek wo shsaM fnaklr 
take Shan ta oa r wi v i a , hat tha vary ez- 
lateaee af a«ih thiaga hat fMaalws tha 
asesssl ty that wa shoiM ha aaa dolog 
la tha caaae of oar owa icdcaiptlea, la tha 
eaa that theaa aailjr ghwica of tha Btata 
of which we heaat so miMh may aot be 
dimmed and derided or Its futnre hampered 
by our duty. No community more than an 
Indlvldnal should l>e oversensitive to Jnst 
criticism, but unchecked misrepresentation, 
long enough continued, makes repntatlon 
and It has made for us a repntatlon that 
has formed a barrier to the proper de- 
velopment of the State. It Is a thing to 
be denied and rebuked with earnestness 
and dignity at evA'y opportunity, not only 
as a matter of State pride but as a mat- 
ter of State welfare. 

In all the long roll-call of States not 
one Important State will be missing, not 
one that can lay any claim to rank as an 
enterprising Commonwealth. Not one 
whose growth In wealth and popnlatlon 
attests Its energy and progressive spirit 
There will bo aligned the BUtes that stand 
for progress, for enUghtenmsnt, for edaoa- 
tlon, tor leadership. 

Shall Kentncky eliminate herself from 
•oA a ooaspaay and say to the world that 
wo aot only repudiate the work our fath- 
aia did la tha cause of nattsu! ccp«Balon, 
but that «• do not care to be ranked 
among the aatetprtsing SUtes, that we art 
woddad ta oar Idols and only want ths 
hoar warld ta ataad aat oC oar smlli^t 
aad let aa aloaa with a 
•■r pontleal ywttala. 
wealth? That wa doa't waat ta be dla- 
tnrbcd by the sereoeh af faetaty wMrttas. 
that we don't want toeossotlTea aeariag ear 
horaes; that wa don't want faelorics 
spreading soot over the hudacape: 
that wa'U haep onr coal and oar lioa

Work to Be Done. 

Men of Kentucky, that Is the verdict 
that our Indifference to this opportuniiy 
would both Invite and justify, aud it is a 
verdict that would belle the State and its 
people. AVe have a few mossbucks yet, for 
I doubt not there were even thorn bushes 
In the Garden of Eden. We have people 
left who are comfortable only when Jog- 
ging along in the well-wora rata. 

A reasonable State prMa U weU eaoagh, 
hot a State pride that does aot cspresa it- 
self In emulative deeds la a hThrld thing, 
mere flourish and strut aad siUy pretense, 
gaining nothing but rldlvole, and I fear 
that with some of our good people State 
pride has nssitled into mere self-com- 
placency, with the conviction that what- 
ever Is Is all right and that any sugges- 
tion of improvement Is a suggestion of dis- 
loyalty. 

And yet there Is work to be done. For 
Kentucky Is an undeveloped State with rich 
resources, and whatever stands in the way 
of the development of those resoun-es - 
whether it be unwise laws, whether it bi> 
our own Ignorance of these resources, or 
whether it be Indifference at home and 
Ignorance and misconception abroad — must 
be swept aside 

With the largest known area of coking 
coal In the world, we produce only fonr- 
tenths of one por cent, of all the coke pro- 
duced In the United htates and, though we 
are now rapidly Increasing onr product, we 
yet rank only ninth as a coke pro<lu<-er. be- 
ing In this respect outranked even by Mas- 
sachusetts, which has no coking coal at all, 
but mu.>rt bring It all from Nova Scotia. 

With practically the same coal area as 
West Virginia, we mine annually ouly 
one-fourth as much coal. With twice the 
coal area of Alabama, we mine annually 
only about one-hulf as much coal. 

With splendid timber at our very doors, 
we send it North to Ik* made Into furni- 
ture and other articles and be shipped l>ack 
to us. 

With a splendid stoch raising country 
sbout us, the annual prodnct of onr butch- 
ering and meat packing establishments Is 
little more than one-teutb that of Indiana. 

With vast flelds of natiural oil, we are 
only Just beginning to develop thcsa and 
have aa yet not a siagia psltaiiw m$mtt 
in the State. 

With a large part of onr State so thickly 
populated as to Invite the construction of 
tnterurban traction lines, we have only 
three such lines in operation, with a total 
of leNs than 40 miles of track, while our 
neighboring State of IndlaiM Is already a 
net-w^ork of Intorurban lines. 

With twenty-eight counties wholly un- 
touched by steam railways and others that 
arc barely skirted by them, we built on'y 
152 miles of railway from ISW) to 19<I0 and 
in 1901 only 33 miles, though the total 
new constmcttoa la tha Boath la the de- 
code was um adles, aad la the VaUed 
States 4,493 mllea. 

With vast deposits of Iron ore, we have 
declined as a producer of pig Iron, and In 
1001 produced only a pitiful ^8.000 tons, 
against Atehaan's aMTt thaa 1,300^000 tons. 
Tet tw— tf are years age the pig Iron pro- 
duction of tha two atataa waa abont equal. 

In Iron aad steal ■aaataetarcs. though 
our actual e a tp a t has latriassil. oar rauk 
among the Btatca has deeUaed from sev- 
enth in 1870 to elereath la 1880 and thir- 
teenth In IWO, thoagh we have Improved 
our rank In the past tea years, having stood 
only sUtccaU la 18S0L la aptte of the 
natural rsaoarasa aad adraatagea that 
should wafca as a giaat Ina aad atcel state, 
we are — t ra a h ed hp awh Btates as Mary- 
land, ladlaaa aad New Jeracy, which can 
not cpaipara wtth <m la each advantages. 

With vaat d a p e sl t a ml the finest clays, 
whose Talaa la hse ort a g known to the 
trade arid wfelrh we ate at last, especially 
In Baatara Keatachy. biglaalat to appre- 
ciate aad to devalap^ we atin laak no bet- 
ter thaa fowrtaaath aa a pra d a t e i of clay 
prodoeta. Oar bapravaascat la ahowa by 
the fact thM wa laafced ealr twaaty-soeaad 
in lasa. 

After havlac baca aO thie tkaa la Igaor- 
aaee a( IU fhet that wa had vataable da- 
paatta mt load aad slaa aad Baonpar. wc 
are Jaat bcglaalag tha puiBtahle develop- 
aeat of these dtp es lt e aatw l al that tha 
eommercial world aeeda aad «M pay a 
good price for. 

With all the .fadlltlce aad adialaiiii 
that Invite profltable BMnnfhetariac wa 
have only within the paat few years be- 
gun to make real progress as a auiBBfac- 
turlng State. In all the easeatlala of 
abundant and accessible raw materials, 
cheap and Inexhaustible fuel, splendid 
transportation facilities, nearness to great 
markets, l>elng within a short distance of 
ttie ceuiter of population, cheap and Intelli- 
gent labor, and favorable cliutate, we yet 
rank only eighteenth as a maaafactartng 
State.

I do not believe that I o v ete atl mte 
either the value of this Exposition as a 
place for exploiting our State, or the 
necessity of thus advertising It. In this 
I am vludicated by the judgment of many 
Kentucky Arms, which will spend thous- 
ands of dollars upon exhibits to advertise 
their own enterprise. I am vindicated also 
by the fact that every civilised nation on 
earth is preparing to be represented and 
that Florida seems likely to be the only 
one of all ot:r own States and terrltorler 
that Is not alive to the opportunity. Yon 
will observe that I am counting Kentuck} 
In the list of progressives, for Kentucky 
must be there. It Is to lie the largest 
World's Fair yet attempted, covering 
nearly twice the area of the Chicago 
World's Fair, and backed by nearly I'JO,- 
000,000 of capital. Conditions lay upos 
Kentucky the most urgent Injunction tc 
make the most of the opportunity hers 
afforded to put l>efore the world her In- 
vitation to thoee men of brain aird brawn 
and capital who build up the industries 
of a great State. 

It is the puriMse of the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association to extend that Invitation 
In a practical way— to demonstrate by 
striking displays and by every possible 
means of Information the conunercial value 
of Kentucky's reaoaiesa aad Its advaatagea 
as a location for eeaMBSMlal and ladaMilai 
cnterpriaes.

Mr. Johnson is not allowing any 
grass to grow under lii.s fret in pusli 
iug the woi U ot" his ih tiui-nt. Earlj 
in the year he appointed a speciai 
committee covering the fruit growing 
section of the State, aad to the mem- 
bers thereof gave apeeilic instructions 
as to the coilec^jkm oC specimens for 
the Horticultural Exhibit from Kea- 
tucky at the Exposition. It is Mr. 
Johnson's purpose to be ready at the 
opening of the Fair with fmita in 
glass and from cold storage, and to 
supplement this daily with fresh fruit 
shipped from different parts of Ken- 
tucky to him in the Horticulture 
building. 

Mr. Johnaon was able to secure the 

hearty co-operation of a number of 
well-known fruit growers in presei v- 
ing in glass the different berries. He 
is now calllaK oa aea Identified with 
the Ehtbibit Association in every coun- 
ty in the State for apples and pears 
especially, to be placed in cold stor- 
age until the flrat of next May. In 
his circular letter cm tkia aab|eet..]lr. 
Johnson says: 

"We want fruit frost every eoaaty 
in the State. Many counties grow Init 
little fruit, yet they have great pos- 
sibilities in that line. Show samples 
of your best, induce fruit growers to 
come to eomtlea aad locate. Fnit 
growers are of neceasity permanent 
citizens and taxpayers, for they must 
own their homes. When they trans- 
form your worn lands and your forests 
into erehaids the value of the real 
estate is enhanced immeasurably. AU 
that is needed is two or tluee wiliing 
workers in every county and every 
county will be represented. The work 
will not be great and the knowledge 
that your county is represented in the 
greateat show the worid has ever 
known will repay yon for all your 
trouble. Any county can send in at 
least one barrel, and others should 
contribute several barrels. The show 
continues for six months and these 
apples (and pears also) are wanted 
for cold storage purpose, so as to have 
a continuous display throughout the 
entire time. We must have these 
from the crop of this year, as next 
year's crop will not mature in time. 
Put oaly frolt rfpealag wX tha aaaie 
time in the same package. 

"We cannot keep successfully fruit 
that ripens earlier than the Maiden 
Blush apple. Peaches won't keep. 
Select only perfect specimens, as to 
size, shape, color and condition. Wrap 
each specimen in paper separately — 
avoid bruising— pack them in barrels 
careti4l]>, mark thereon the name of 
variaj , the name of the grower and 
address. If more than one variety is 
packed la the aaaw barrel, i^eaae place 
paper between the varieties and mark 
each as above. A roll of honor will be 
published at the end of the show, giv- 
ing tbe name and address of all who 
contribute fruit and also the names of 
those who gather up these displays. 
Wbea the grioA waU oC Jerasalea waa 
built SO p e i fe ctly ta so short a time 
the reason given waa: 'The people 
had a mind to work." So now if the 
people liave a mind to work we will 
aatoaMi tha world at St Loals with 
onr flrait dt^lay.** 

Mr. Johnson has asked all to whom 
he sent circulars to notify him at 
once that they will collect the fruit 
for their county. Upon receipt of such 
notification he will issue full instruc- 
tlona. He thinks It wlU he abootateiy 
necessary for the flrnit to be sent di- 
rect to St. Louis this Fall for cold 
storage, from which plant it may be 
withdrawn in such quantities and at 
such tlaM aa aeedad. 

Mr. Johnson lias in mind numerous 
attractive designs for best displaying 
Kentucky fruit, and all citizens of the 
State who visit the Fair will come 
away with a pleasant recollection of 
Kentuclty'^ Horticultural Exhibit.
